«ls&! hemp yields abundantly enough. 
And Yucatan Is the only spot In the 
world where sisal can be grown in com­ 
mercial 
Yucatan Is smaller than South Caro­ 
lina, with not quite the population of 
Milwaukee. 
It was once the poorest of 
the Central American states, but since 
the arrival of the twine binder it has 
become tho richest 
It sells from $15,- 
•00,000 to $18,000,000 worth of sisal a 
pear, and the United States buys It all. 
{Three-fourths of this money Is clear 
profit and It Is an almost Incredible 
fact that the forty sisal kings of Yuca­ 
tan have a larger Income than the own­ 
ers of the immense International Har­ 
vester company. 
Roughly 
speaking, 
the 
American 
farmer pays Yucatan $12,000,000 a year 
for string—mere string, that is used 
once and then flung away. 
It is an ex­ 
tortion and a waste, besides being the 
•aly un-American factor In the whole 
harvester business. 
How can we save these $12,000,000 
and completely Americanize the trade? 
This Is a problem that William Deer­ 
ing tolled at for twenty years. 
The 
harvester trust has a problem. 
I saw 
It at S t Paul—a new' factory, which 
twists twine from flax. 
A 
farmer’s 
•on named George II. Ellis has found 
a Quick and cheap way to clean the Max 
tiber, and at the time I visited the fac­ 
tory there were more than 300 workers 
at the spindles. Two million pounds of 
the twine were sold In 1900, so that the 
enterprise is no longer an experiment. 
flHils means, probably, that tin* fanner 
c f the future will grow his own twine. 
In etead of yielding tribute to the-forty 
alsal kings of Yucatan, he will pay no 
more than the charges of the railroad 
and the factory. 
The flax will tie his 
awn. 
Yucatan is the only cheap labor colin 
try that has been enriched by the har­ 
vester. 
Elsewhere It Is the rule that 
the common people of the nation must 
reach a certain high level before the har­ 
vester trade can begin. 
Where human 
labor has little value it is plainly uot 
worth saving.

H. Thompson In Everybody's. 
Physi­ 
cians do not often mention It, simply 
because they know' so little for cer­ 
tain about it. 
By the old anatomists 
It was called the great sympathetic, 
because it was Imagined to distribute 
feelings all over the body, thereby en us­ 
ing the head to ache out of synqmthy 
with the stomach when It was sour. 
Both the cells and the fibers of tills 
system differ in numerous particulars 
from those of the spinal cord and brain 
and It may briefly be doser!lad as con­ 
sisting of three divisions. 
The 
first 
division presents a long chain of nerv­ 
ous 
masses 
called 
ganglia, 
which 
Ile on either side of the spine from the 
head down. 
These ganglia are con­ 
nected together by strands of their 
•ort of nerve filers, while others of 
them pass to make connections with 
the spinal cord, the medulla oblongata 
and the brain. The second division con­ 
sists of ganglia, or masses of ganglia, 
lying behind 
the 
important 
organs, 
such us the heart, etc., which are said 
to Innervate. 
The largest of these is 
called the solar plexus, lying behind 
the stomach, which Innervates the liv­ 
er, spleen, 
stomach 
and 
intestines. 
Other important ganglia Innervate ilk* 
kidneys and tlie pelvic organs. 
'Hie 
third division of this system consists 
of numberless small ganglia distrib­ 
uted to every part of the body and 
•ll connected with one another, Auer­ 
bach's plexus In the w’alls of the ali­ 
mentary canal from 
the 
esophagus 
dowrn alone counting many thousands, 
whoee relations are doubtless of much 
Importance 
to 
the 
functions of the 
digestive glands, and thus to the com­ 
position of tile blood. 


MUCH FRUIT IS LOST BY THEFTS. 


G r o w e r * In t h e B e l l

Over In Michigan there is an odd rea­ 
son why tin best fruits of the orchards 
and berry patches does not 
always 
Teach the Chicago market. The fruit is 
stolen. 
Associations are now’ being formed 
to put a stop to wholesale thefts that 
run up to thousands of packages In a 
•Ingle year. 
Individuals consider it a 
legitimate transaction to go into a berry 
field or an orchard in the fruit belt and 
help themselves to the choicest grades 
without hindrance, v ^rowers have hesi­ 
tated to p ro se rs, but the practice hum 


assumed such proportions that there la 
now a movement to punish all offenders 
by the action of the local fruit grow­ 
ers’ association. 
In one of tile counties of the fruit 
country the prosecuting attorney has 
been appealed to, and offenders are now 
promised trouble. 
This state of 
affairs 
prevails not 
only In the Michigan territory, but In 
that of other states. 
A big strawberry 
field of eleven acres located In Kane 
county, Illinois, must be watched dur­ 
ing the entire season In which the fruit 
Is ripening. 
Would-be pickers march 
along the roads with buckets and pack­ 
ages of all kinds and seem to have no 
hesitancy In letting It be known that 
they are making for a certain berry 
patch. 
Farther south In Illinois It Is a cus­ 
tom among some growers to allow the 
public to pick the fruit w'hen prices are 
so low that it does not pay to pick, pack 
and ship. 
Sometimes that Is a glut in 
the--market tliat adfdrds the home peo- 
ple the chance to preserve a good sup­ 
ply of fruit for 
winter 
consumption. 
Barbed wire fences in some localities 
are used to save crops, and then a cross 
dog and a shot gnu have to 
be 
kept 
handy to guard against the wires be­ 
ing cu t—Chicago News.

ANGER SHORTENS LIFE . 


F r e n c h P H jrn lo la n 
P o i n t * Out E f f e c t 
o n 
A r t e r i e s of 
t h e B r a i n . 
Dr. Maurice de Henry, a Frenchman, 
has Just written a short scientific treat­ 
ise, In which he advances the interest­ 
ing theory that every time we become 
angry our vitality shrinks so much la 
proportion 
to every outburst. After 
even the most artfully suppressed signs 
of 
bad temper our vitality becomes 
smaller and smaller, until finally noth­ 
ing is left, says the Baltimore Sun. 
The moral of this French doctor’s 
treatise, of course, is that we should 
never allow ourselves to become angry 
lf we value our health and life. 
Anger Is a certain kind of cerebral 
excitement, explains Dr. de Fleury. 
The hypersthenic subject Is always on 
Its verge, w’hile the neurasthenic be­ 
comes 
Infuriated only by a sudden 
bound of reaction excited from without 
But at the moment when they are let 
loose the two ara_allke. save..that the 
strong man Is a blinder brute, while the 
weak man Is somew’hat of an actor and 
seems to aim at effect. 
Prof. Lange of 
the University of 
Copenhagen has described these symp­ 
toms with precision In an important 
little book, which has been the starting 
point and confirmation of almost all 
recent researches. 
He holds that "all the emotions are 
due to disorders of the circulation of 
tile blood, and anger, In particular, to 
a very Intense dilation of the small 
arteries of the brain.” 
He describes redness and swelling of 
the face as a constant sign of anger, 
forgetting the “white rage” which is 
so frequent and Impressive. 
But he 
has brought Into strong relief this cap­ 
ital fact—that anger Is a state of gen­ 
eral hyperenervation. 
The whole organism, the muscles and 
the glands—for anger has its tears, 
sweats and foaming at the mouth— 
manifestly set in action by a super­ 
abundance of nervous influx, begin to 
work to excess, act for the sake of act­ 
ing In disorder, without airn. without 
utility, solely to relieve their over-ten­ 
sion.

SHADOW FLAYS REVIVED. 


B a r o n 
v o n 
B e m a * I l a * ITI n t e r l a k e n 
a n 
I n t e r e s t i n g 
K n l e r p r l s e . 
A little band of enthusiasts, headed 
by Baron Alexander von Bemus, has 
revived in a suburb of Munich the an 
dent “schattenspielhaus,” or 
shadow 
theater. 
But, like many revivals, this 
lays claim to being a "new movement” 
in 
the 
drama, 
says 
the 
Technical 
World. 
"Shadow plays” are a product of 
the far east. 
Their very early history 
Is difficult to trace. 
We hear of them 
first In China—that "barbarian” coun­ 
try whose civilization antedates that 
of any other country In the world. Ja ­ 
pan, too, has had shadow plays and 
they are knowm in the history of In­ 
dia. 
But in more recent years they 
have been commoner in Turkey aud 
Egypt 
Baron von Berlins has taken the 
shadow play a little more seriously 
than his contemporaries of France. He 
has gathered about him a band of se­ 
rious men and women who have adapt­ 
ed to the uses of their theater some 
of the dramas of Goethe, who have 
themselves written plays especially for 
the “schattenspielhaus” and who have 
designed the tableaux which illustrate 
the progress of the drama. 
The methods of the “shadow thea­ 
ter” have been subject to many varia­ 
tions. 
Some shadow plays have been 
produced 
with 
living actors, whose 
profiles have been 
projected 
on 
a 
screen. 
This form is known In the 
Unltid States. 
The archaic form, now 
revived, uses images cut out of card 
or wood or leather. 
In Arabia the 
shadow figures were of colored leather, 
through which the light behind threw 
on the screen which faced the specta­ 
tor a dull glow like stained 
glass. 
Some of the oriental shadow artists 
share in the production and each ta­ 
bleau Is drawn by one of them; while 
all the enthusiasts Join in cutting out 
the figures and preparing the seer*®** 
The plays produced cover a wide range 
—from "Don Juan” to the old morality 
plays. 
Baron von Bemus Is to take 
his shadow plays through Germany— 
In ar. educational spirit—and perhaps 
some day they may be seen in the Unit­ 
ed States. 


P h o t o g r a p h i n g the E y e . 
Various 
semi-sensational 
accounts 
have been printed of attempts to se­ 
cure by photography the picture of an 
image that had been fixed on the retina 
of the eye. 
Au incident of that kind 
was widely exploited some time ago, In 
which It was sought to identify a mur­ 
derer by photographing the eye of the 
victim, the notion being that the retina 
had retained the Image of the murder­ 
er’s face. 
Nothing definite has been 
shown Iii the matter, however, until a 
comparatively recent date, when an ex­ 
perimenter succeeded in getting a clear 
picture of an object from the retina 
srj- of his own eye:—First, he 
coin intently in ordinary daylight for 
about one minute. Then, drawing a yel­ 
low screen over the window' of his room 
to exclude all actinic light, he fixed his 
eyes on a photographic plate, allowing 
his mind to think of nothing but the 
coin. 
After looking at the plate for 
forty-three minutes he developed it and 
found that the outline of the coin was 
clearly shown. 
Another 
experiment 
was even more Interesting, and this w as 
made in the presence of three friends. 
Instead of a coin, he looked at a post 
age stamp for one minute in a strong 
light, and then fixed his eyes on a plate 
for twenty minutes. 
On developing the 
plato he found some of the details of 
the 
image 
lacking, but enough was 
shown to prove that the picture of an 
object impressed on the retina 
can 
send out vibrations capable of pro­ 
ducing an image on a sensitized plate.

o f t h e G ulf o f M e x i c o . 
An Indian legend of the l’a&eagoulaz* 
is told by the fishermen and oystermen 
down on the shores of the Gulf of Mex­ 
ico, says the New- York Post.

and "you knovv-a da Pascagoula?” asks

er. The pine trees on it come almost to 
the water's edge, aud between lies a 
strip of white sand. 
Across a marsh, 
a border of light green swaying and 
rustling grasses, and beyond a gray 
cypress swamp, the hanging moss of’ 
the trees swaying in the wind. 
To the 
south the blue waters of the gulf stretch 
away, with little waves lapping on the 
chalk-white clam shells of the shore. 
There in the evening during the short 
twilight one hears soft music, as if it 
were the notes of a violin, insistent, 
changing, sw’eet. 
It is the song of the 
Pascagoula. 
Long years before the Pascagoula 
Indians had lived upon this point.

When Samuel called Jesse and his 
sons to meet him, and David also was 
sent for, Samuel anointed David king 
that day, but long years intervened be­ 
fore David carne to the throne, during 
which Saul continued as king and per­ 
secuted 
David 
continually, 
seeking 
again and again to take his life. 
To­ 
day’s lesson, however, tells of his be­ 
coming king first over Judah for seven 
years and six months and then over all 
Israel for thirty-three years (ii, l l ; I 
▼, 5). 
God’s time had come, and in 
His own way His purpose concerning 
David was accomplished, and David 
refrained from lifting his hand in any 
way to be rid of his persecutor, leav­ 
ing him wholly to God, saying, “The 
Lord shall smite him, or his day shall 
come to die, or he shall descend into 
battle aud perish” (I Sam. xxvi, IO). 
The Lord Jesus Christ, the Lord's 
anointed, has long waited patiently 
for the time when He shall reign over 
all 
Israel 
and over all nations iii 
Righteousness, but the great adversary, 
the devil, is still permitted to continue 
as the prince and god of this world 
(John xiv, 30; ll Cor. iv, 4). 
Rut as 
truly as David in the fullness of God's 
time came to the throne appointed for 
him, so, though nations rage and peo­ 
ple imagine vain things, God shall yet 
set His king upon His holy hill of 
Zion, and the time shall come, fore­ 
seen by Daniel, when the saints of the 
Most High shall take the kingdom and 
possess the kingdom forever, even for­ 
ever and ever (Pa, Ii; Dan. vii, 18, 22). 
See also Isa. ix, 6, 7; xxxii, I. 2, 17; 
der. xxiji, 5, 0; Ezek. xxxvii, 21-25; 
Luke i, 30-33; Rev. xi, 15; xx, 1-6). 
Whoever does not think it worth 
while to look up these and many other 
similar sayings does not deserve to 
know tile purpose of God. for they evi­ 
dently have no desire to know. 
The 
kingdom could not be David's while 
Saul had control, and the kingdom 
cannot be the Lord's while the devil is 
the prince of this world, but when he 
shall be cast into the bottomless pit for 
a thousand years then shall be the be- j 
ginning of the kingdom, and when he 
shall be cast into the lake of fire for­ 
ever then shall be the kingdom In its 
fullness. 
I .et us not cast away our 
confidence which hath great recoin 
pense of reward, but, having patience : 
as David had, remember that “yet a 
little while and He that shall come J 
will come and will not tarry” (Heb. 
x, 85-37). 
While He tarries and we j 
run on with patience let us, as David 
did, make it our habit to inquire of 
the Ix>rd about everything: “Shall I go 
up?” “ W hither shall I go up?” (verse 
I). 
At least seven times it is written 
thai David acted thus (I Sam. xxiii. 


2, 4, IO; xxx, 8; II Sam. ii, I; v, 19, 23). 
How full of helpful thoughts is the 
name Hebron: 
There Abraham lived 
in 
fellowship 
with 
God while 
Lot 
dwelt in Sodom, and from thence lie 
and his servants set forth to rescue 
Lot. 
There he bought the cave of 
Machphelah to bury Sarah in, and 
there lies burled his own body', with 
those of Isaac and Rebecca, Jacob and 
Leah, awaiting the resurrection of the 
just. There Caleb, at the age of eighty- 
five, conquered the giants, and it be­ 
came his inheritance and afterward a 
city of refuge. 
Now David is anoint­ 
ed there the second time, aud it be 
comes the place of his throne for sev­ 
en years and a half. 
There also he 
was anointed the third time and be­ 
came king over all Israel (chapter v). 
David’s kind words to the men of 
Jabesh-Gilead because of their kind 
ness to the bodies of Haul and his sons 
remind us of many similar words, such 
as ll Chron, xv, 7; Ruth Ii, 12, and 
also of the rewards in the coming 
kingdom, when not even a cup of water 
given in His name shall lose its re­ 
ward (Matt, x, 42). 
Consider Luke 
xiv, 14; II John 8; Rev. xxii, 12, and all 
the texts which refer to the crowns as 
rewards 
for 
service. 
Salvation 
is 
wholly of grace, through the finished 
work of Christ, without any works of 
ours whatever, but our rewards iii the 
kingdom will depend upon our works 
as His redeemed ones. 
After David 
was anointed king of Judah a son of 
Saul continued for a few years to reign 
over the other tribes, and there was 
long w ar between the houses of Saul 
aud David, but the former waxed 
wreaker 
and 
weaker, 
while 
David 
waxed stronger until, as in chapter v, 
David became king over the whole 
nation, and then we read that David 
went on and grew great, and the Lord 
God of Hosts was with him (verses 
IO. 12). 
He was just thirty years old 
when anointed king over Judah at 
Hebron, and lie reigned forty years 
(verse 4). 
It is interesting to note that Saul 
and David and Solomon each reigned 
forty years. 
Some day we may see 
something of great significance in it. 
for there is nothing in the Scriptures 
that has riot its own peculiar signlfi 
canoe in reference to the kingdom 
Our lesson chapter tells us that soon 
after David was anointed king over 
all Israel lie took Jerusalem from the 
Jebusites and that city became the 
capital of his kingdom. 
The throne is 
Called “the throne of the Lord,” and 
in 
the 
coming 
kingdom 
Jerusalem 
shall be called the throne of the Ixrrd

Bonally, as they must be paid. 
Of all 
the state officials and judges there are 
only one or two, besides yourself, who 
have not paid, and they will have to 
pay, so kindly give this your immedi­ 
ate attention, as we are very busy and 
do not care to have to bother you in 
this matter. 
As I said before, if I do 
not hear from you by return mail I 
will 
have 
to 
see 
you 
personally. 
Kindly send us your check at once, as 
these assessm ents are just and will 
have to be paid.” 
Judge Roby wrote a sizzling answer, 
saying in part; 
“There is nothing to 
prevent a member of the judicial de­ 
partment of the state from contribut­ 
ing to campaign funds if he chooses 
to do so, but the right to make assess­ 
ments in the m anner indicated by your 
letter is one which I utterly deny and 
which I do not think is conceded to 
exist by any self-respecting member 
of any court.

This announcement is made at the 
headquarters of th** Chicago Associa­ 
tion of Commerce, which organization 
already had secured assurances of the 
presence of the two presidential nom­

of

Lakes-to-the-Gulf 
Deep W aterway association, for which 
the Association of Commerce will act 
as host. 
It already had been announced that 
Mr. Taft would open the convention on 
th** afternoon of Oct. 7, and that Mr. 
Bryan would clos** it on Oct. 9, and 
that Mr. Taft would 1><‘ the guest of 
honor at the banquet on the evening 
of Oct. 7. 
Mr. Bryan’s acceptance of 
the dinner invitation, however, assur­ 
ing a notable occasion, came as a 
pleasant surprise. 
Mr. Taft’s acceptance was obtained 
by President Richard 
.Hall. Vi££ 
President 1*7. S. Conway, and Secretary 
T. E. Wilder of the association, who 
have returned from Cincinanti. 
The long-distance telephone figures 
prominently in the negotiations to se­ 
cure the presence of Mr. Bryan at the 
banquet. The invitation had been un­ 
der serious consideration by Norman 
E. Mack, chairman of the Democratic 
national committee, for some time, 
and he called up Mr, Bryan, then at 
at Terre Haute, Ind., on the long­ 
distance telephone. 
Mr. Bryan, who 
had 
retired 
for 
the 
night, 
arose, 
dressed himself and answered the call. 
Ha* was informed, tis Mr. Taft had 
been, that the banquet would he a 
non political one, and that 
it would 
be held under the auspices of a non 
partisan 
organization.

rf adily 
agreed lo ai tend. The deep waterway 
project •"* favored bv the leaders of 
both parties, and is not, therefore, a 
subject over which any political dis­ 
cussion is expected. 
There is no question as to which of 
the candidates will occupy t lo* fright 
hand seat. 
It will be occupied by Mr. 
Taft at tin* express wish and with the 
full approval of the Democratic nom­ 
inee and his friends. 
Chairman Mack 
declared that Mr. Taft, as a recent 
member of the present administration. 
wa® clearly entitled to the place of 
honor at the feast. The Ohioan, there­ 
fore, will sit at the right hand of 
President Hall and the Nebraskan on 
the other. 
The meeting of the two candidates 
will differ from the meeting of the 
national candidates in the state of Illi­ 
nois forty eight years ago. when Abra­ 
ham Lincoln and Stephen A. Douglass 
began th* ir famous debates, by reason 
of the inhibition placed on political 
discourse. 
President Hall said today 
that he was greatly pleased with th** 
success of th*' association's plans and 
that an attendance of about 1,000 per­ 
sons was expected at the banquet. In 
addition to the great banquet room of 
the Auditorium hotel, the rooms ad­ 
joining on the ninth floor of the Fine 
Arts building have been secured, and 
the whole will be thrown together for 
the occ asion.

12.—-Bradstreet’s 
weekly review of trade today says: 
The advance of the fall season and 
the notable enlargement of the move­ 
ment of cereals and cotton to market 
at good prices have made for a further 
moderate expansion in jobbing and 
retail trade and collections. 
This is 
especially marked at Western, Pacific 
roast and Southern centers, but the 
point is mad** that agricultural sec­ 
tions have done better relatively than 
large industrial cities in the m atter of 
retail trade, possibly because of warm 
weather or the reduced purchasing 
power of city workers and the high 
prices paid for farm products. 
Indus­ 
tries. too, have shown some improve­ 
ment, notable In this respect being 
coal and lumber interests. There is an 
increase also reported in blast furnace 
capacity and there is more doing at 
the paper mills. 
In the textile trade 
little change is noted, and while the 
fall demand for drygoods, millinery 
and kindred goods have improved, the 
consensus of reports is that buying is 
frequent rather than heavy, arid con­ 
servatism rules purchasing.

Chiei Sufferer. 


Grand Turk, Turk's Islands, B. W. I., 
Sept. 12.—A hurricane of great fury 
swept over Turk’s Islands, devastating 
the town of Grand Turk. 
A number j 
of lives have been lost, but just how- 
many cannot yet be said. 
Grave anx- ; 
iety is felt for the safely of Dr. T. R. 
Robertson, district 
commissioner of , 
C’acaos. who was m aking a tour of the \ 
islands when the storm broke. 
The j 
wind reached a velocity of nearly 100 
miles an hour and was blowing trom j 
the northeast. 
Much damage has 
been done to 
property here and the streets of Grand j 
Turk are a mass of wreckage. 
Trees 
have been uprooted, portions ot build- ; 
ings blown away and many houses 
have1 been partially wrecked. 
The llaitien sloop Telegraph, which 
had taken shelter at 
Hawk’s Nest, 
foundered with all hands. The schoon­ 
er Dan Leon, belonging to the E ast 
Caicos Fibre company, broke away 
from her anchorage and has not been 
seen since. All the salt lighters wdiich 
were moored .it the riding ground and 
the Hawk's Nest are missing. 
Grand Turk is six and one-half miles 
long and two miles broad, and, accord­ 
ing to tiie census of 1901, contains 
1,751 inhabitants, being one-third of 
the total population. 
Cockbum h ar­ 
bor, in South Caicos, immediately op­ 
posite Grand Turk, is the principal 
settlement in the Caicos group. 
Ma- 
grand Turk is the capital of the group 
and residence of ihe commissioner. 
The town is neat and clean and tin* in­ 
habitants, in spite of the fad that they 
complain of business depression, ap­ 
pear to tie well to do. 
There are in 
the town several consulates, various 
stores, a good marketplace*, and a pub­ 
lic library and reading room. 
There 
are also an Episcipal church, a fairly 
! commodious courthouse, a small prison 
and a schoolhouse.

Vet No Legal Pow er Can K eep Them 
i n N a v y . 
The navy has an excellent enlisted 
personnel. But 120 of the 13,000 jack­ 
ies on the Atlantic battleship fleet were 
reported as absentees when it left San 
Francisco Bay. 
The navy officials be­ 
lieve that of this number, constituting 
fc*xt I per cent of the whole, hardly mon,- 
than one-fourth were deserters. 
The 
record is gratifying, at a time when de­ 
sertions from the army are numerous 
enough to cripple whole companies and 
regiments. The annual applications for 
naval enlistment hove risen from 37,043 
In 1902 to 45,691 in 1907, and the num­ 
ber of men annually enlisted from 10,- 
294 to 14,329. 
Why should desertions from the navy 
be so few? Sections 1996 and 1998 of 
the federal revised statutes provide that 
persons 
who have deserted, or shall 
hereafter desert, “are deemed to have 
voluntarily relinquished and forfeited 
their rights to citizenship as wed as 
their rights to become citizens! 
‘'such deserters shall be 
and 
forever In­ 
capable of holding any office of trust 
or profit under the United States or 
exercising any rights of 
citizenship 
thereof.” 
This dooming of deserters to become 
men without a country applies equally 
to the land and sea forces, and, while 
It Is thought by Secretary Metealf to be 
too harsh a punishment in time of 
peace, it can act as a deterrent to sail­ 
ors no more than to soldiers. 
More­ 
over, the law which provides for the 
arrest of deserters and their delivery 
“Into the custody of the military au­ 
thority” does not apply to the navy at 
a ll; sailors on shore leave at San Fran­ 
cisco might have deserted In a body, 
and no legal power could have been in­ 
voked to force them back to their ships. 
The greater popularity of naval ser­ 
vice, then, must be In the "lure of the 
sea,” in the anticipation of 
visiting j jemon jnto a glass—one of these tall.

The cucumber farm er plans to plant 
his first crop In September. He expects 
to begin shipping cucumbers by the m id­ 
dle or latter p art of October, and con­ 
tinue to harvest and ship until the m id­ 
dle of 
July following. 
D uring this 
period the first planting is gradually re­ 
placed by a second, so th at during the 
season for hot 
house cucumbers the 
farm yields two crops. 
The cucumber 
vine Is prolific and a healthy vine will 
produce from four to six dozen cucum­ 
bers. 
The growers are somewhat reti­ 
cent concerning the quantity of vegeta­ 
bles 
produced 
and their profits, but 
when it Is realized th a t the yield of this 
fa nil of 10,000 square feet will not fall 
far short of 200,000 cucumbers a year. 
it would seem that even at an average 
of 75 cents a dozen cucumber farm ing 
is not a losing business. 
Of 
course, 
m isfortune 
sometimes 
comes to the cucumber farmer. A heavy 
hailstorm may wreck his glass house 
and destroy his plants. 
And there is 
an insect th at attacks the vines of care 
less growers and destroys the plants be­ 
fore m aturity. 
Under ordinary condi­ 
tions, however, the cucumber farm er 
has alm ost a “sure thing.”

The cucumber bids fair to become the 
distinctively national vegetable. 
It is 
now grown and Is found in the m arket 
at all tim es of the year and from Octo­ 
ber to July commands fancy 
prices. 
Brices were low last w inter, dealers 
say, but still cucumbers brought from 
$1.50 to $2 a dozen at wholesale and 
from 15 fonts to 25 cents apiece at re­ 
tail. according to the Kansas City Star. 
Where do they come from? The com­ 
mission m erchants will tell you that the 
great centers of cucumber farm ing are 
northern Illinois and Boston and that 
from these places come the bulk of the 
supply found In the m arkets of this 
country from October to July. 
Recently, however, L, G. Mackenzie 
and his partner, C. A. Willis, from Ful­ 
ton, 111., have established a cucumber 
farm at Olathe, Kan. 
This farm is a 
great hot house constructed entirely of 
Iron and glass and Is 200 feet long by 
fifty feet wide. It is the first of a series 
of houses which these gardeners intend 
to build at Olathe. The present house, 
together with the boiler house connect­ 
ed 
therew ith, 
cost 
something 
over 
$7,000. 
W ithin the hot house are great beds 
of fertilized soil, mazes of steam and 
w ater pipes and an elaborate system of 
wiring and cross wiring. The eu aum ber 
seed is first planted In boxes. 
When 
the 
young 
plants come up they are 
transferred to small pots, one plant to 
a pot. 
W hen the plants thus potted 
reach a certain size they are tran sp lan t­ 
ed to the bed. 
The plants are not al­ 
lowed to spread over the bed as iii th" 
open-air garden, but are trained over 
wires above. To these wires tho plants 
are tied with “raffia” grass. 
The run­ 
ners are carefully clipped off from day 
to day and the tying-up prongs repeat­ 
ed as the vines grow, until they reach 
and cover the roof of the great glass 
house. In which a tem perature of 7o 
degrees or over is m aintained. 
Among th" vines are several hives of 
bees and one sees the bees Hitting from 
bloom to bloom doing the work of fer­ 
tilization. The flower of the cucuihlier, 
however, is not particularly rich in n e o - 
ta r and the (ices have to be furnished 
with artificial food

In an attempt to make ocean or river 
currents transm it power that may be 
applied to anything from thrashing ii 
harvest to sawing the w inter’s wood. 
a Bostonian, Paul E. Collins, whose 
place of business Is at 223 Tremont 
street, has about completed a scheme 
of paddle wheels and relaying gears 
which will soon lie tested In the w aters 
of the harbor, says the Boston Globe. 
The originator has little to say con­ 
cerning the invention, desiring to aw alt 
results before coming out 
w ith 
an­ 
nouncements concerning the power anil 
economy of his patent. 
The craft, for it is a scow-like fab 
ric, is at present moored on the East 


I Boston side of the harbor. The wheels 
designed to filch I lower from the tides 
are beneath the boat, one of the pad­ 
dles being caught by the cam era just 
swinging into view. 
Power from the 
wet Is carried by chain and sprocket 
gear to a sh aft on deck, and from there 
to tile inside of the house, where a 
motor for 
generation 
of 
electricity 
passes It out and on to any kind of 
connection desired. 
Bowdoinham, on the Cathance river, 
in Maine, has a niili run by the behest 
of a tidal wheel. 
This is one of the 
few tidal wheelmllls left In the coun­ 
try. 
Indeed it may be the only one. 
It is fixed In the stream at one end 
of the bridge spanning the Cathance, 
only a short walk from the Maine Cen­ 
tral railw ay station, and when the tide 
is coming in the wheel turns one way, 
and when going out It turns the other.
